Indianapolis. July 20.-Efforts of 


Indianapolis women to provide enter- 
tainment for the student officers from 
West Virginia. Ohio. Kentucky and 
Indiana, aid soldiers at Fort Benja- 
min Harrison, near here, have oeen 
Sven a more or less chilly reception 
by the army officers in charge of ,he 
camp, and Brigadier General Edwin 
F Glenn, in command of the 11,000 
men at the fort in three words has 
told the women what to do. He said 
-•Leave them alone." The Advice was 
Klven to the women at a meeting held 
to discuss what to do to entertain tho 
candidates and 
soldiers.

Glenn was invited to give suggestions. 
His advice was unexpected. General

are young women. 


Little or no objection is made t< 


clean, wholesome letters 
devoid o 


sentimentality or reference to the per- 
sonality of the -writer hod her wish to 
moot the soldier recipient of the letter.

The young tv-oman writers evidently 


do not know what the men do with the 
letters. One of the favorite pastimes 
of the candidates, and one which pro- 
vides them much amusement, is read- 
ing the letters they consider especially

Iceless Boxes 


Keep Food Cool 


(BY B1UDV BYE.) 


The kitchen need not lack a cooler if 


one has no ice box. A devire, commonly 
known us an "ieeiess refrigerator," is 
based on the principle of evaporation. 


A frame ln>ldinj; shelves for food is en- 


tirely covered with cotton or duck. The 
upper part of this cloth touches tin- 
water in a pan, und the water soaks 
through the entire cover. As it spreads 
it eviiporiiU-s or is tuken up by the air. 
Constant evaporation lowers the tem- 
perature within the "rffriccrator" ten or 
fifteen degrees below that of the sur- 
rounding atmosphere. 


Si-punite dishes of food can be cooled 


in the same way. For instance, butter 
can be kept liar.! in hot weather without

other methods of natural storage, the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture has prepared the following dis 
cussion on the storing of vegetables 


Home Storage of Vegetables. 


To those persons fortunate enough 


to possess land for the growing o 
vegetables sufficient In quantity fo 
the needs of the family, storage is a 
economic necessity. Likewise it is a. 
economic necessity to grow vegetable 
to store. A half acre garden shoul 
produce far more vegetables than th 
average family can consume durln 
the maturing period of the crops. On 
a small portion of the garden snould 
be planted to those vegetables which 
must be used as soon as they reach 
maturity. 
The remainder should be 


devoted 
to crops 
that are to 
be 


canned, dried, or stored. 
It is com- 


paratively easy to keep 
by storing 


euch vegetables 
as potatoes, beets, 


carrots, 
parsnips, 
salsify, 
turnips, 


cabbage, celery, onions, sweet pota- 
toes, dry beans and dry lima beans. 
Borne of the crops may lie stored in 
the cellar under the dwelling, in pits 
or banks, or in caves or outdoor cellars. 
Others can be kept in any dry place 
»uch as the pantry or attic. 
The Storage llnom In the Basement. 


Many houses are heated by a fur- 


nace in the cellar. The pipes are as 
a rule carried under the joist, thus 
warming the cellar to some extent. 
For this reason it is best to partition 
oft a small room in one corner of the 
cellar to serve as a storage room for 
potatoes, 
beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, 


salsify and turnips. If possible, this 
room should have at least one win- 
dow for the purpose of regulating the 
temperature. The floor should not be 
concreted, as the natural earth makes 


' better conditions for the keeping of 


vegetables. 
Bins may be constructed 


for the various products, or they may 
be stored in boxes, baskets or barrels. 
This room will also serve as a stor- 
age place for fresh fruits and canned 
goods. 
The vegetables to be stored 


should bo harvested when the ground 
is dry. allowed to lie on the surface 
long enough for the moisture to dry 
off, before placing them in storage. 
The tops should be- removed from 
beets, turnips, carrots and salsify be- 
fore placing them in storage. 


Outdoor Pits or Banks, 


Outdoor pits or banks are very gen- 


erally used for keeping potatoes, beets, 
carrots, 
turnips, parsnips, 
cabbage 


and salsify. Select a well drained lo- 


1 
cation and make a shallow excava- 
tion, some six or eight • inches deep, 
and o£ suitable size. This is lined with 
straw, leaves or similar material, and 
the vegetables placed in a conical pile 
on the material.. The vegetables are 
then covered with straw or similar 
material, and finally with earth to a 
depth of several inches.

V Allen county's wheat crop will not 
average over fifteen bushels to the 
acre this year. This assertion was 
made by one of Adams township's 
most Influential farmers Friday morn- 
ing. 
He states that In some districts 


in the county the acreage will even be 
less, while In a few places the yield per 
acre will be somewhat larger. 


According to his explanation rust 


has played havoc with the crop. He 
stated that recently he went into his 
own fields and found that the rust was 
so thick that it had eaten through the 
leaves of the stalk. He mated that the 
heavy ru^ was caused by the extreme- 
ly wet weather of the paat month. 


The result of the rust on the wheat 


c'op Is that all wheat which had not 
lost its milk by the time the rust took 
hold will bear only shriveled grains, 
not 
only 
making 
the production 


smaller but the quality poorer. 


There are only a. few places in the 


county where wheat has been cut. 
Reasons for this are two-fold. 
The 


majority of the wheat has not ripened 
and In most cases the ground Is so soft 
that It will not bear up the binders. 


The prediction is that the early part 


of next week will find nearly every 
farmer busy In the -wheat fields cut- 
ting the crop.

Whether they are of the big black 


variety or the small red kind of anta, 
if they invade a dwelling place, are an 
annoyance that drive good housewives 
to the verge of distraction. 


Once they get Into a house it seems 


practically impossible to get entirely 
rid of them. 
So widespread Is this 


problem and so many appeals have 
been made to health officers and gov- 
ernment departments for Information 
as to the best method of getting rid of 
ants that an official remedy has been 
recommended by the United States.de- 
partment of agriculture, bureau of En- 
tomology. 


The chief entomologist recommends 


arsenate of soda, which, while ef- 
ficient, must be used with extreme care 


To on« pound of sugar, dissolved in 


a quart of water, add 126 grains of ar 
senate of soda. This mixture should 
be boiled and strained and cooled be- 
fore It is ready for use. 


Procure a few small sponges and 


saturate with the syrup and place them 
where the ants can have ready access 
to them. Adding a little honey to the 
syrup will make the mixture more at- 
tractive to the ants. 


When the sponges are filled or cov- 


ered with ants, dip them in boiling wa- 
ter, refill with 'the' syrup and place In 
position again. 


This method of control has been 


tested for three years by an expert of 
the United States Bureau of Entomol- 
ogy and has given satisfactory results. 


However, In using this preparation I 


the 
greatest 
possible 
precautions 1 


should be taken in preparing this syrup 
and in safe-guarding It afterwards to 
prevent its being the cause of poison- 
ing to members of the family or domes- 
tic animals. 
Especially should it be 


sealed and put away where children 
cannot get It.

Any- 
one can have these publications for 
the asking, so ignorance of the proper 
procedure will not serve as a legiti- 
mate excuse for allowing any garden 
produce to spoil this year. 


Farmers' bulletin 839 contains di- 


rections for canning by the one-period 
cold-pack method all kinds of fruits 
and vegetables as well as fruit juices, 
soups, meats, camp rations and mush- 
rooms. 


When canning is not 
feasible or 


cans and jars are too expensive, dry 
ing offers a means of saving large 
quantities of surplus products which 
go to waste each year. 
Drying also 


affords a way of conserving portions 
of food too small for canning. Dry- 
ing may be done in the sun. over the 
kitchen stove, or before an electric 
fan.

how to do this, using

made apparatus.

Points on Natural Winter 


Storage of Vegetables 


in the Home. 


•Washington. D. C.. July 20.—In or- 


der that 
householders may utilize 


spare time during this summer to pu 
their cellars In shape for the -winter 
storage of 
the surplus 
vegetable 


•which will be grown on the home car 
dens that have been planted this year 
or that they may 
make plans fo 


other methods of natural storage, th 
United States department of agricul 
ture has prepared the following dls 
cussion oa the storing of vegetables: 


Home Storage of Vegetables. 


To those persona fortunate enough 


to possess land for the growing of 
vegetables sufficient In quantity for 
the needs of the family, storage is an 
economic necessity. Likewise it is an 
economic necessity to grow vegetables 
to store. A half acre garden should 
produce far more vegetables than the 
average family can consume during 
the maturing period of the crops. Only 
a small portion of the garden should 
be planted to those vegetables which 
must be used as soon as they reach 
maturity. 
The remainder should be 


devoted 
to crops that are to 
be 


canned, dried, or stored. It is 
paratively easy to keep by storing 
such vegetables as potatoes, beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, 
salsify, 
turnips, 


cabbage, celery, onions, sweet pota- 
toes, dry beans and dry lima beans. 
Borne of the crops may be stored in 
the cellar under the dwelling, in pits 
or banks, or in caves or outdoor cellars. 
Others can be kept in any dry place 
such as the pantry or attic. 
Tho Storage Koom in the Basement. 


Many houses are heated by a fur- 


nace in the cellar. The pipes are as 
a rule carried under the Joist, thus 
warming the cellar to some extent. 
For this reason it is best to partition 
off a small room In one corner of tho 
cellar to serve as a storage room for 
potatoes, 
beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, 


salsify and turnips. If possible, this 
room should have at least one win- 
dow for the purpose of regulating the 
temperature. The floor should not be 
concreted, as the natural earth makes 
better conditions for the keeping of 
vegetables. Bins may be constructed 
for the various products, or they may 
b« stored in boxes, baskets or barrels. 
This room will also serve as a stor- 
age place for fresh fruits and canned 
goods. 
Tha vegetables to be stored 


should bo harvested when the ground 
Is dry, allowed to He on the surface 
long enough for the moisture to dry 
off before placing them in storage. 
The tops should be 
removed from 


beets, turnips, carrots and salsify be- 
fore placing them in storage. 


Outdoor Pits or Banks. 


Outdoor pits or banks are very gen- 


erally used for keeping potatoes, beets, 
carrots, 
turnips, parsnips, 
cabbage 


I* 
and salsify. Select a well drained lo- 
cation and make a shallow excava- 
tion, some six or eight inches deep, 
and of suitable size. This is lined with 
strawT leaves or similar material, and 
the vegetables placed in a c.onlcal pile 
on the'material. - The vegetables are 
then covered with straw or similar 


" material, and finally with earth to a 


depth of several inches. 
The depth 


•of the earth covering is determined by 
the severity o£ the winters in the par- 
ticular locality. It is well to cover the

pits with straw, corn fodder or ma- 
nure during severe weather.

nches. A low fence is built around 
the storage place and rails, scantling, 
or other supports laid across the top. 
About two feet of straw or other ma- 
Lerial is then piled on top of the stor- 
age pit. 


Celery may be stored in a modified 


type of outside pit, 
or in tho row 


where it is grown. When stored in a 
pot or trench the plants are taken 
up and set side by side in a shallow 
pit as close together as it is feasible 
to pack them, and wide boards set 
up along the outside of the pit. Dirt 
is banked against these boards, and 
the top covered over with corn fod- 
der or similar material. 
When cel- 


ery 's kept in the row where it is 
grown the earth is; banked up around 
the plants as the weather gets cold. 
When freezing weather 
occurs the 


dirt should be brought to the tops of 
the plants and th ridge covered with 
coarse manure, straw or fodder, held 
In plpoe by means of stakes or boards. 


Outdoor Caves or Cellars. 


Outdoor caves or cellars are supe- 


rior to banks or pits 
in many ro- 


spects. They require no more labor 
to store the vegetables than an in- 
door cellar, yet give a uniform and 
low temperature during 
the entire 


year. They possess practically all the

Ability to drive a car is, of course, one of tM

Buswell 
tells the story that when he was "introduced 
to his ambulance he found the back spring miss- 
ing.

The minimum enlistment in the field service

voluntary one. No pay is given for the wort, 
and the driver must finance himself from the 
United States to Paris.

War ActiTlty Kegan Early. 


The university's war activities took 
eflnite form March 6 last, when a 
lass meeting of students and faculty 
ailed by Dr. Willium Lowe Bryan, 
>rosident of Indiana, adopted a reso- 
utlon approving President Wilson's 
olicy of neutrality and telegraphed 
he resolution to Indiana's members 
f the congress. And again on April 
to strengthen the president's appeal 
or recognition oi the existence of a 
tale of war, another resolution was 
clegraphed to Washington, reading 
n part: 
"We believe that this nation should 


adopt no half-way measures in dealing 
vith the German race menace. We aro 
not a craven people and wo urge the 
president and congress to act with 
vigor as becomes the leaders of a brave 
and honored nation. We believe that 
we should enter the war." 


Military training was Introduced at 


the university for the first time during 
its ninety-seven years of existence and 
a, United' State's army officer placed in 
charge of the work. The trustees de- 
creed that certin portions of the cam- 
pus should be placed under cultivation 
arid about fifty acres waa planted to 
potatoes and corn, much of the work 
of tending the crops being performed 
by volunteer students. P. P. Claxton, 
United States commissioner of educa- 
tion, in a letter addressed to every 
college and normal school in the coun- 
try, after calling attention to the plant- 
ing of potatoes on the Indiana campus,

Mariette, Vfla., July 20.—The log- 


ging and lumbering days of the Meno- 
minee river, one-of-the most famous 
streams of its kind in the country, 
virtually are over, after more than a 
half century of driving and manufac- 
turing. 
The last of the annual log drives, 


comprising approximately 12,000,000 
feet_which is • only about one-third 
of the cut of the largest Menominee 
river sawmills when this industry was 
at its height—has just reached here. 


There will be a few logs corning down 
the river in the future, but they will 
be driven by local lumber companies 
and will consist principally of pulp- 
wood. This year's cbrive is the small- 
est in the history of the Menominee 
River Boom company. 


The five remaining sawmills 
in 


Mariette and v Menominee will, in the 
future, have all their timber brought 
in by rail, the last of the logs tribu- 
tary to the local stream having been 
put in. 
The first logs on 
the Menominee 


river were driven by the,.Menominee 
River Boom company in 1868. In 
that year 62,809,804 feet were piloted 
from the upper waters to the local 
booms. Last year the total was ap- 
proximately 15,991,850 feet. 


During the 
period from • 1868 to 


1816, inclusive, the total number of 
logs driven down the Menominee rivei 
totaled approximately 10,810,341,028 
feet. The exact total for this year is 
not yet known. 


The difference in the size of the log 


is as notable as the difference in th 
total sorted. In 1889, the busiest yea 
that the boom company ever had, the 


lumber of logs sorted was 642,137,850 
"eet. 
These logs averaged about 150 


teet or seven to the thousand. Last 
year they averaged 38 feet, or about 
27 to the thousand. 


The Menominee river in its heyday 


was the greatest lumbering stream ir 
the world.

Pretty Ida Schafenacker, 17, daugh- 


ter of C. F. Schafenacker, positively 
indentifled Tapp ~as bearing the face 
she beheld in .the .kitchen doorway. 
Wednesday night. The girl said she 
was entertaining a friend when she 
heard a noise in the rear room. She 
started into the kitchen, turning on 
the lights from the switch key. The 
flood of light fell full on the face and 
diminutive form of Tapp. the girl tes- 
tified. The negro turned and ran from 
the house. The police were called and 
made a. fruitless search for the man. 


The girl saw Tapp on the street, near 


her home. Thursday afternoon. She 
recognized him at once as the man 
who had entered the house, she says. 
She followed Tapp. He went in a pool 
room and the girl summoned Patrol- 
man 
Linninger. When Tapp 
-was 


brought from the pool room he was 
identified by the girl and locked up on 
the attempted burglary charge. 


Tapp pleaded not guilty. He earn- 


estly denies every part of the young 
woman's story. Ho was home in bed 
before 9 o'clock, he testified.
